Mr. Philiftrion muft indeed believe a man 
a patriot, whom he could requeft to engage on 
the weakeft fide becaufe it happened to be the 
jutteft. 1 will not however fhock his faith, nor 
difappoint his hopes. |The bulinefs of the thea- 
tre is the bufinefs of the public, and for aught 
I know .to the contrary, the only bufinefs of 
prefent confequence. Things of higher mo- 
ment are withdrawn to'the cave of fleep and 
indolence. But whatever is worthy public at- 
tention is worthy and demands mine. 

I defigned notwithftanding 2, filence in re- 
gard.to the contention between the two houfes, 
becaufe I thought it had already too many 
tongues,’ too much ink, and too much gall. 
And I thall now mention it rather obliquely 
than direét, rathér with a-view to'avert than to 
foment the civil war with which it ftill even 
threatens the whole nation !—Hence might not 
a diftant perfon miftake the two houfes in que- 
ftion for two other houfes, formerly efteemed 
more important and intereiting to the public 
welfare ? 

As it isa defperate caufe in which my cor- 
refpondent and my own choice engage me, tmhe- 
thinks it is no lefs uncommon too. The queftion 
“© Whether an audience have a right to pelt an 
actor,” feems to me altogether new. I pre- 
lume there are no lawyers among thole who 
maintain_a_right founded. in apparent wrong. 
If there are, ‘there is a Mifnomer in the cafe ; 
for'tho’ they may indetd fleep in the Temple, 
it is moft certain they never ftady there, or any 
where elfe. 

The ftage muft either be ufeful, or not ufe- 
ful. If it is ufeful, which all men in. their 
ienfes agree it is, then muft the proteffors of 
it be likewife ufeful in proportion.co their me- 
rit. Why ‘therefore’ muft' they ‘be degraded 
below men, who ate in fome degree the in- 
ftructors of men? ** But they are paid by the 
public, and they are fervants of it,” True ; 
and their pay may be exeeffive: but they do 
not fell their right to the benefit of the laws ; 
for if they are Ervants to the public, it fhould 
be remembered they are fervants alfo to the 
majefty of that public. A playet in fhort ap- 
pears to have as good and legal a right to pre- 
ferve his brains, if he has any, from violence, 
as any man.in the kingdom: thus Plautus in 
the Amphitryon makes Mercury fy,

There is but one inftance, and that can 
fcarcely happen, in which a player might de- 
ferve the chaftifement of a miffive monitor. 
Suppole him ftupid enough co infult the whole 
audience, by remaining upon the ftage after 
being univerfally hiffed off, and methinks he 
may be pelted ; betaufe it cannot offend huma- 
nity to pelt a fkull which from its hard and 
impervious contexture can feel nothing. 

But when the audience is fplit into parties, it 
is the duty of the player to wait the event, and 
fubmit to the vi€tors, And fhall his life be 
endangered while he is performing this duty ? 
Certain it is, let the aétor thus abufed be the 
meaneft wretch upon the ftage, he can never 
deferve the fame contempt with the unmanly 
wretch, | may fay the brute who pelts him. 

The man of honour or virtue, the man of 
probity and underftanding, are not concerned 
in any reprehenfion due to the boifterous block- 
heads in queftion, They are fo far concerned 
indeed that it is a duty incumbent on them to 
join in the reprehenfion. If Chriftianity did 
not inftruét us better, how could we difcredit 
the opinion of Pythagoras, when we fee men 
perform the actions of brutes ? — when we fee 
bears, wolves, apes, affes, 8c. in human form ? 
Could the doétrine of tranfmigration gain any 
profelytes at all, it muft be from the obferva- 
tion of thofe pfeudo men, who do mifchief 


thro” appetite. 


Players it feems are the meanctt of all men. 
Not becaufe they are the fervants of the king, 
and paid by the public, I prefume. If yea, 
then ftand clear, ye placemen! Ye are all the 
fervants of the king, and paid by the people, 
from the firftt f y to the tidewaiter. 
Maintain your own honour, and your brother- 
players will be fafe in theirs. 

But why is a profeffor of the ftage mean ? 
He can be only mean, in proportion to his in- 
capacity of advantaging it, that is, if he is 
only a pretender to it. And are not all pre- 
tenders to art and fcience mean? Isthe ape of 
ZEfop, a Rofcius, ora G k, more con- 
tempuble than the ape of any other art or pro- 
teffion. Phyficians have their quacks, and the 
lawyers their pettifoggers, both as mean as idea 
can fink them: they are more to be guarded 
againft too than the bad player ; they are dan- 
gerous, at moft he is but ridiculous: and I 
hope a milchievous pretender is not lefs mean 
merely for being milchievous. 

Had) Mr. Woodward behaved otherwife in 
the late difturbance than he did he would have 
had no claim for the furure to the honorable 
appellation of a man, What temper mouft a 
creature have that can foffer abufe without re- 
fentment ; and the moft moderate and beft 
imagined in the prefent cafe, was, ** to thank 
the agreffor,” 

This abfurd abule of players, and which 
is more ftupidly claimed as a right, brings to 
my memory the advice of an old’ half-pay 
cap‘ain to his fon, when he placed him out in’ 
the world to fhift for himielf, and that in no 
very high degree.

GERMANY. 

Vienna, Nov. 25. There isa talk of clecting the 
uchduke Jofeph king of Hungary, as a ftep which 
Will be taken previous to his election as king of the 
Romans. A lift has appeared here of all the troops 
the Emprefs Queen, not only in Bohemia, Hun- 
Bry, and her other hereditary dominions in Germa-

Petersburgh, Nov. 17. It’spretended that letters 
have been received from Aftracan with advice, that 
prince Heraclius , who has been often mentioned in 
accounts of the troubles in Perfia, has gained a com- 
plete victory in thatcountry over the Schach Doub, 
and obliged him to retire, with the remains of his 
Army. 

Berlin, Nov. 28. The king being periuaded that 
of all conquefts the leaft criminal, and therefore the 
moft glorious, are thofe which a prince gains in his 
own dominions over nature, has applied himfelf, 
within thefe few years, to change the face of a large 
tract of ground fituate at Pomerania, along the order, 
by parcelling it out to perfons who knew how to clear 
and improve it. The fuccefs which always attends 
the wildom & prudence of his majefty’s projects, has 
anfwered fo well, on this occafion, that a great ex- 
tent of country, which was thought neither deferv - 
ing nor cap.ble of culture, is now filled with people 
whofe induftry procures them both the neceflaries & 
convenience of Life. Thefe lands are laid out into 
twenty diftricts, fixteen of which are already fettled, 
& the king has offered the property of the other four 
on very adxantageous terms. When thefe are like- 
wife improved, the Revenue will be a greater gainer 
than if his majetty had acquired a little proviace trom 
fome of the neighbouring princes. 


SPAIN. 

Madrid Nov. 14. Having lately received a nu- 
merous fupply of Workmen, from abroad, the build- 
ing men of War ia our ports is carried on with re- 
doubled vigor. 


SWEDEN. 

Stockholm, Nov. 21. According to Letters from 
Helfingfors, and from Louifa (a new name given to 
the town of Degerby when the King was in Finland) 
the sth inft. a furious hurricane with the wind at 
fouthweft, made the fea fwell to fuch a degree, that 
the waves broke impetuoufly into thofe two towns, 
and rofe to the heigth of twenty feet. Mott of the 
houfes were filled with water, fome of them demo- 
lifhed, and all the bridges broke down. The yards 
and docks, and the veffels in the harbour were con- 
Gry eng ary The waters melted all the falt 
in the fhops, and fpoiled the Corn in the Granaries. 
Two windmills lately built at Helfingfors were car- 
ried away by the ftorm , and yet, in the midft of all 
this mifchicf, no lives were loft,
